America has taken an even 
worse lickinf than the figures them- 
selves indicate. 


U, S. Alms At High Exports 


The conference is being called in an 


effort to get the cotton-exporting coun- 
tries—Egypt, India, Bra7.il, the Argen- 
tine and British Ugandi—to agree on 
certain definite percentage allotments. 
America hopes to get an allotment 
that will enable her again to hit the 
7,000,000-baIc export mark, And here 
is where the subsidy plan comes in. 


At the conference, Uncle Sam will 


be able lo talk like this: "We want 
our fair share of the world cotton trade. 
I£ we can get it through a friendly 
agrcment, swell: if we can't, we're 
roing to subsidize ou roxports— and, 
because we're the most efficient pro- 
ducdrs anyway, and produce the best 
cotton, AND because we have the most 
money, we can lick the pants off all 
if you at that game." 
The State Department has spent a 
ouple of months sounding out the dif- 
ercnt cotton countries about the con- 
crencc. Finding them all willing to 
onfer, it is now drafting the formal 
nvitations.

the submarine Thelis, the Admiralty 
announced Salurday that divers re- 
ported faint tappings on the-hull of 
the vessel in which 90 men are en- 
trapped. The tappings were heard at 
2 a. m. 


As a consequence of these faint signs 


of life, the Admiralty directed a vast 
array of rescue ships to push forward 
their operations throughout the night 
in attempts to raise the stern of the 
craft "when slack water provides the 
next opportunity." 


Men Considered Dead 


Builders of the vessel had given up 


for dead the men aboard her. It had 
been estimated that at the expiration 
of 36 hours under water—20 minutes 
before Ihe lappings were reported 
heard—the air supply would ba ex- 
hausted. Low tide was not expected 
until 6 a. m., and this would be more 
than four hours beyond the 36-hour 


naval officer arriving at

Liverpool hospital with one of the four 
survivors of the accident had said that 
salvage would be deferred until dawn 
and that hope had been abandoned by 
squads of workers as well as the sub- 
marine builders. Ambulance squad 
workers were dismissed and pier lights 
were extinguished here, 


"I am sorry but there is no hope 


for the men remaining in the sub- 
marnie," Sydney Woodward, secretary 
of the Cammell Laird shipyard, said 
brokenly to a crowd dotted with wives 
and relatievs of the seamen and ci- 
vilian occupants of the vessel. 


Four of those who were in the ves- 


sel were saved through use of the 
Davis "Lung" apparatus. Three others 
were said by a lifeboat crew to have 
perished in an attempt to follow the 
four to the surface. 


No Explanation Given 


Though there was no official expla- 


nation of the accident, these were the 
salient facts of the disaster: 


Search for the new vessel was start- 


ed three hours after she submerged in 
a test dive preparatory to being turned 
over to the British Admiralty. 


At 7:50 a. m. Friday, the Thetis was 


discovered. A 265-foot vessel, she lay 
in 130 feet of water with 18 fc et of the 
tail above water at a 45 degree angle. 
The tail disappeared with a strong tide 
at dusk, Friday, and failed to reap- 
pear. 


Up until late Friday, the Admiralty 


had expressed confidence the men 
would be rescued. Before the stern 
went out of sight there had been at- 
tempts to cut holes to let out stale air 
and admit a fresh air supply to the 
entombed men. A hawser was at- 
tached to the submarine in an effort 
to lift it up further, but it snapped 
under the strain. 


3 Perish in Attempt to Escape 


Members of a North Wales lifeboat 


crew which visited the chill, search- 
lighted scene returned with the story 
that three occupants of the Thetis had 
perished in attempting to follow tc the 
surface the only four survivors.

These complex services, all striclty 


legal, though the betting based on 
their information is in many places 
illegal, are believed tyoield (exclusive 
of the Inquirer) a gross return of $50,- 
000,000 a year. The betting parlors, for 
instance, pay rentals estimated at be- 
tween $300 and ?800 a week for the an- 
nouncer service. 


Secretary of the Interior Harold 


Ickes, in a Pennsylvania political 
speech last fall, said Moe Annenberg 
has one of the larges tincomes, if not 
Ihe largest, of any man in the world. 
Ickes estimated it at $8,000,000 a year. 
It has been guessed as higher lhan

Texas Passes New 


PensionJUeasure 


Legislature, However. 


Makes No Provision to 


Finance It 


AUSTIN, Texas.-7^)-Texas em- 


barked on a new, far more liberal old 
age pension program Friday, but the 
question of financing it remained un- 
answered, 


Gov. W. Lee O'Daniel signed a bill 


•emovmg some of the financial restric, 
i.ons formerly imposed on prospective 
'H^'ri^1'5' The measure .expected lo 
idd 50,000 persons to the state's old 
ige pension rolls, was passed over- 
whelmingly by the. legislature two 
weeks ago, but the governor waited 
until the last possible day to act on it. 


Texas, with 118,552 persons receiving 


tensions, stands fourth among the 
tales in the number of pensioners in 
proportion to population of citizens 
over 65. 


O'Daniel, who advocated $30-a-m.bnth 


pensions to everyone past 65 in his 
campaign las tsumer, repeatedly but 
vainly has urged 
a constitutional 


amendment to include a two per cent 
general sales tax. The House proposed 
taxes other than upon sales and sug- 
gested they be levied by statute. 


Under the bill signed Friday a per- 


son would be entitled to a penson re- 
gardless of the financial condition of 
his children. He could qualify even, 
though he had cash up to $360. life in- 
surance u pto. $1,000, a resident farm 
or cily homestead, and personal prop- 
erty up to $1,000 fi single or $1,500 if 
married.

government licensed 


classer for the week. It is not ex- 
pected, of course, that a person can 
become an expert in this short length 
of time, but he does acquire certain 
proficiency in classing cotton 
and 


many old students return for ad- 
ditional instruction each year. I be- 
lieVe that all in attendance acquire a' 
greater appreciation of the value of 
good-cotton and correct classing. 


There is a ?5 fee for all who attend. 


This fee' is necessary because it re- 
quires about $250 or more to defray 
the expenses of the school.
